The P resident m otored from D en­ 
ver. for the first fly casting of a 
w ork-and-play 
Colorado 
vacation 
which started la st S aturday. Pine 
is 40 m iles southw est of D enver. 
He arrived at the ranch of Bal 
F. Swan in the Rocky M ountains 
at 9 a.m . (M ST), and a half-hour 
later he had chang ed into fishing 
tog s. 
Five m inutes after the P resident 
stepped into the stream , a fork of 
the South P latte R iver, he had his 
first strike but the trout shook free. 
Eisenhow er estim ated the size of 
his first catch at "a b o ut 12 inches." 
When he had been fishing a few 
m ore m inutes, the P resident hcx)k- 
ed his second fish — a 
10-incher — 
and from a crow d of residents of 
the area and tourists g athered on 
the hig hw ay hig h above the stream 
there cam e a "Y ea, Ike” chant. 
Before leaving on today’s fishing 
trip Eisenhow er sig ned 28 m ore 
bills and vetoed two others.

Corliss Lamont 


I have received, a> I believe many others have, a 
mimeographed .« .tatement by 
Cnrh>^ Lamont. 
Usually 
the.^e mimeographed handouts hold little that need see 
t.h* ccilnr of print, but this one contains enough to deal 
v-ith in a column. 
i'orli; 
Lamont i.s the younger son of the late Thomas 
VV. Lamont who ro.e from a new.spaperman. sp>ecializing 
in art, to be the >mior member of the banking house of 
J. P. Morg in. He wa.s, in his way, a geniu.s in public 
relations, a man of wide reading and knowledge, but 
cynical toward the world as it wa.s between World War I 
and World War II. 
I once spoke to him about his son, 
Corlis.s, and he jestingly told me that come the revolution, 
C'nrli.^< w;il see to it that he la not hanged, which must 
have bt-en .-ome consolation. 


Although the Lamonts had become rich through 
the Job in J. P. .Morgan's money shop, they must not 
be regarded as a conservative family. 
Certainly 
Thomas W. Lamont, art critic turned banker, was 
closer to the Ideas of Franklin I). Roosevelt than those 
of Herbert Hoover. As a matter of fact, since 1929, 
Wall Street, as a stereotype, having lost confidence In 
It.self during the early years of the depression, tended 
toward the New Deal to save the country from 
revolution. 
# 


It i.s not surpri.sing that M.vron C. Taylor made his 
Fccrct deal with John L. Lewis which really gave the 
CIO its start, without the knowledge or consent of the 
other member.s of the steel industry, Myron Taylor repre­ 
sented J. P. Morgan in the United States Steel Corpo­ 
ration, whereas the independent steel companies repre­ 
sented the opposition to Big Steel. Lewis organized the 
steel industry and in the enormous battles that then 
occurred within the Iron and Steel Institute, it was the 
New Deal labor policy that triumphed because of the 
insistence of the Morgan firm which at that moment was 
being run by Thomas W. Lamont and an arch-New Dealer, 
Russell Leffingwell. 


CorlUs Lamont insists that he Is not a Communist 
and he has written a book to establish that he is a 
Socialist. His philosophic thinking is Marx ist, secular 
and pragmatic. No matter how you put it, he has 
been consistently pro-Russian, writing many articles 
to establish his point of view. He is now in contempt 
of the Senate for refusing to testify before Senator 
McCarthy’s committee and plans to take his contempt 
action up to the Supreme Court. 


In hi.s release, he note.s: 
“In voting to cite me for contempt, the United States 
Senate has unfortunately failed to recognize that I was 
correctly upholding the First Amendment and the separa­ 
tion of powers in refusing to answer Senator McCarthy’s 
improper questions. It is regrettable that the Senate has 
decided to stand with McCarthy against the Bill of Rights 
and the Constitution. In yielding to McCarthy’s pressure 
here, the Senate has missed an ex cellent opportunity 
to help curb the ex cesses of the McCarthy Committee 
and 
lay 
down 
proper 
limitations 
for 
congressional 
investigations.” 
This paragraph seems innocent enough but it raises 
some interesting issues. Corliss Lamont correctly avoids 
the Fifth Amendment, because it does not apply. 
He 
refused to answer questions, concerning what the com­ 
mittee believed was a pro-Communist record, on the 
grounds of the First Amendment which deals with free­ 
dom of speech, of the press and of assembly. 


By taking this position, Lamont shifts the issue 
from himself to a general principle In American life. 
He even raises questions that will affect the bill 
passed by Congress outlawing the Communist party. 
The issue is: 
if an American favors the concepts of 
Marx ism-Leninism without Joining a conspiracy to 
make these concepts effective, or if an American is 
pro-Russian when no declared war ex ists with Russia, 
as he might be pro-French or pro-Greek, may his 
rights to speak, write, and assembly be impaired by 
•ny law under our Constitution? 


This is a serious question because the Supreme Court 
might well decide that an overt act is essential. Unless, 
therefore, when the Lamont case comes to the courts, the 
government can establish an overt act, possibly in the 
nature of a conspiracy, Corliss Lamont may get off with 
a décision declaring him to be a windbag but not a 
conspirator. This would give the Communists a propa­ 
ganda advantage throughout the world and give the 
American Communists a new umbrella for their activities.

White House Attitude Toward Election Is Criticized 


WASHINGTON—A congressional 
campaign is so utterly differ^'nt 
from a presidential campaign that 
por.sons familiar with the strategies 
of |K)litical warfare are fnuikly 
amazed at the unreal’stic attitude 
o* the White House tovard the 
coming elections for Congress m 
November. 
The popularity of a president has 
little or nothing to do with the out­ 
come. The local popularity of the 
Republican or Democratic nominee 
in e;» ch district or state has a great 
deal to do with tho ultimate re­ 
sult. but mostly 
the 
campaign 
turns on the voter’s feeling for a 
political party—his past affiliations 
and the grievances that may have 
made him turn away from his 
party. Voters are party-minded in 
a 
congressional 
campaign. 
The 
Eisenhower name will not be on 
the ballot, and only the Republi­ 
can and Democratic party em­ 
blems will confront the voters in 
the polling booth.« !, together witn 
candidaJcs’ names which arc large­ 
ly unfamiliar to the average citi­ 
zen. 


FmoUons Influence Voters 
No president has ever been able 
to transfer his own popularity or 
prestige or the weight of his own 
political strength to the nominees 
o* his party in a congressional 
campaign. But an aggressive pres­ 
ident who fights haj"d against the 
opposition party, and doesn't spend 
his energies fighting members of 
his own party, can help sway 
voters toward his party label. 
The evidence from past cam­ 
paigns, as privately appraised by 
party leaders in their postmortems 
a.fter victory or defeat, points up 
the fact that the voters generally 
vote ‘against things’’ rather than 
for aifirmative virtues. This means 
that often a party in pov’er is con­ 
tinued in ofLce not so much for 
what it has oone by because the 
people ax e not yet ready to go back 
to the party they threw out—they 
ere still ’ agrinst’’ the party they 
previously defeated. 
Voters 
are 
influenced 
by 
emotions and the pocketbook ap­ 
peal. Even if ti;^ey are somewhat 
dissatisfied on 
econom.ic issues, 
however, 
they 
will 
often 
be 
-wayed by emotional Issues much

as corruption in office or Commu­ 
nist infiltration or war. What the 
Republican strategists have failed 
to do is to build up the prestige of 
the Republican party and to attack 
the record of the Democrats in the 
previous 20 years. Mr. Eisenhower 
has soft-pedaled the attack and has 
said he wants to let bygones be 
bygones—a generous but naive at­ 
titude which is not being recipro­ 
cated by the Democrats, who are 
already reminding the voters that 
they consider the Republican party 
to be a party of unemployment and 
depression. 


Have Negative Habit 


It is a new confidence in the Re­ 
publican party label that voters 
have to feel, as they need to be re­ 
minded and assured that there will 
be no return to the mi.stakes of tha 
Truman administration. 
But the 
White House has given little in­ 
spiration to the party workers, and 
it is they and their organizations 


which get out the vote in congres­ 
sional elections. It could be that 
The Democrats will win Congress 
this time, not by virtue of anything 
they will offer to do, but by per­ 
suading people to vote “ agajnst 
the failures 
of 
the 
Republican 
party,’’ as the attack it being 
vigorously presented by former 
Speaker Rayburn and others. 
The negative habit is well docu­ 
mented in the political history of 
America. 
The 
people 
voted 
“against the high cost of living” in 
1910, when they elected a Demo­ 
cratic House of Representatives in 
the middle of a Republican presi­ 
dent’s term despite a splendid rec­ 
ord of constructive legislation by 
Congress. The people were "against 
war” in 1916 when they re-elected 
a Democratic president on a peace 
platform, but in 1918 they voted in 
a Republican majority in both 
houses in protest against w’artime 
irritations and against the action 
of the same president for having 
entered World War I.

The tendency to vote "against” 
was noticeable in 1932, when the 
people voted “against the Hoover 
depression.” In 1936. 1940 and 1944, 
the negative attitude of the voters 
toward the Republican party was 
so 
intense 
on 
account 
of

S t . mp of the unemployment issue 
was enough to discredit the Re­ 
publican candidates. 
Taft Could Have Won 
In 1946 .the country voted "against 
meat controls” by the Democratic 
administration and elected a Re­ 
publican Congress. Mr. Truman in 
1948, using an a.ttack strategy of 
the “give ’em hell” variety, suc­ 
ceeded in convincing the country 
it should vote “against the do- 
nothing Republican Congress,” and 
he won. In 1942, the people voted 
"against Korea, communism and 
corruption.” Mr. Eisenhower was 
a satisfactory and popular alterna­ 
tive, but Taft could have won, too, 
on the negative tide that W'as roll­ 
ing then. 
This time the Republicans, led 
by the President, should have been 
strongly on the attack, reminding 
the voters of the issues which 
caused them to forsake the Demo- 
cra.tic party two years ago. But, 
instead, the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration has avoided 
the 
attack 
strategy altogether and is relying 
on what it calls a “piositive” pro­ 
gram. It clings to the illusion that 
voters read high-brow speeches 
about the technical aspects of a 
legislative record. This is one way 
to forfeit an election.

Eager Astronauts 
Look To The Stars 


Science • fiction 
fans 
journey 
vicariously 
to 
nebulae thousands of light-years distant, traveling by 
faster-than-light overdrives or taking advantage of a 
postulated “space-warp.” Their stories are set a few 
centuries in the future. 
For the present, man is still a groundhog, almost, 
at best able to penetrate only a few miles spaceward 
while remaining well within, the earth's atmosphere. 
This was somewhat of a sore point with delegates 
to the International Astronautical Federation, meet­ 
ing in Innbruck, Austria. They want to set foot on 
other worlds, not just read about it. 
Why? Because they are there, presumably. The 
chances of finding intelligent life, or even animals, 
on any planet in our own solar system are close to 
zero. The prospects of reaching another star and its 
planetary system, if any, either do not exist or lie 
very far in the future. The hazards of even a short 
trip through sp a c e —-say the 240.000 miles to the 
moon— can only be guessed at. 
One meteor could destroy all life on a space 
ship. The sun s heat, unshielded by any atmosphere, 
might be deadly; so might the cold of empty space. 
Cosmic rays are another lethal factor. Physical and 
mental hazards, extreme discomforts, almost insoluble 
practical difficulties abound. Nowhere, presumably, 
could a man so much as step outside a spaceship with­ 
out 
being 
encased 
in 
a 
far 
heavier 
and 
more 
elaborate cocoon than any fictional space suit. 
But the astronauts are game and eager. They 
want to get a space platform installed as a satellite 
of the earth, and they believe it can be done. The 
problem is to get somebody to put up the billions of 
dollars the mere attempt would cost. 
With money 
enough, the space station might be completed in five 
years or so, they think. 
From a station able to withstand earth's gravita­ 
tional pull and freed from the friction of earths 
atmosphere, the next step might he easier. But the 
nearest star is about 25.000,000.000,000 miles from 
here.

I have received, as I believe many others have, a 
mimeographed statem ent by Corliss Lamont. 
Usually 
these mimeographed handouts hold little that need see 
the color of print, but this one contains enough to deal 
with in a column. 
Corliss Lamont is the younger son of the late Thomas 
W. Lamont who rose from a newspaperman, specializing 
in art, to be the senior m ember of the banking house of 
J. P. Morgan. 
He was, in his way, a genius in public 
relations, a man of wide reading and knowledge, but 
cynical toward tho world as it was between World War I 
and World War II. I once spoke to him about his son, 
Corliss, and he jestingly told me that come the revolution, 
Corliss will see to it that he is not hanged, which must 
have been some consolation. 


Although the Lamont* had become rich through 
the Job in J. P. Morgan s money shop, they must not 
be regarded as a conservative family. 
Certainly 
Thomas W. Lamont, art critic turned banker, was 
closer to the ideas of Franklin D. Roosevelt than those 
of Herbert Hoover. As a matter of fact, since 1929, 
Wall Street, as a stereotype, having lost confidence in 
Itself during the early years of the depression, tended 
toward the New Deal to save the country from 
revolution. 


It is not surprising that Myron C. Taylor made his 
secret deal with John L, Lewis which really gave the 
CIO its start, without the knowledge or consent of the 
other m em bers of the steel industry. Myron Taylor repre­ 
sented J. P. Morgan in the United States Steel Corpo­ 
ration. whereas the independent steel companies repre­ 
sented the opposition to Big Steel. Lewis organized the 
steel industry and in the enormous battles that then 
occurred within the Iron and Steel Institute, it was the 
New Deal labor policy that triumphed because of the 
insistence of the Morgan firm which at that moment was 
being run by Thomas W. Lamont and an arch-New Dealer, 
Bussell Leffingwell. 


Corliss Lamont insists that he is not a Communist 
and he has written a book to establish that he is a 
Socialist. His philosophic thinking is Marxist, secular 
and pragmatic. 
No matter how you put it, he has 
been consistently pro-Russian, writing many articles 
to establish his point of view. He is now in contempt 
of the Senate for refusing to testify before Senator 
McCarthy’s committee and plans to take his contempt 
action up to the Supreme Court. 


In his release, he notes: 
“ In voting to cite me for contempt, the United States 
Senate has unfortunately failed to recognize that I was 
correctly upholding the First Amendment and the separa­ 
tion of powers in refusing to answer Senator McCarthy’a 
improper questions. It is regrettable that the Senate has 
decided to stand with McCarthy against the Bill of Rights 
and the Constitution. In yielding to M cCarthy's pressure 
here, the Senate has missed an excellent opportunity 
to help curb the excesses of the McCarthy Committee 
and 
lay 
down 
proper 
limitations 
for 
congressional 
investigations.” 
This paragraph seems innocent enough but it raises 
some interesting issues. Corliss Lamont correctly avoids 
the Fifth Amendment, because it does not apply. 
He 
refused to answer questions, concerning what the com­ 
m ittee believed was a pro-Communist record, on the 
grounds of the First Amendment which deals with free­ 
dom of speech, of the press and of assembly. 


By taking this position. Lamont shifts the issue 
from himself to a general principle in American life. 
He even raises questions that will affect the bill 
passed by Congress outlawing the Communist party. 
The issue Is: 
if an American favors the concepts of 
Marxism-Leninism without joining a conspiracy to 
make these concepts effective, or if an American is 
pro-Russian when no declared war exists with Russia, 
as he might be pro-French or pro-Greek, may his 
rights to speak, write, and assembly be impaired by 
any law under our Constitution? 


This is a serious question because the Supreme Court 
might well decide that an overt act is essential. Unless, 
therefore, when the Lamont case comes to the courts, the 
government can establish an overt act, possibly in the 
nature of a conspiracy, Corliss Lamont may get off with 
a decision declaring him to be a windbag but not a 
conspirator. 
This would give the Communists a propa­ 
ganda advantage throughout the world and give the 
American Communists a new umbrella for their activities.

White House Attitude Toward Election Is Criticized 


WASHINGTON—A congressional 
campaign is so utterly different 
from a presidential campaign that 
persons fam iliar with the strategies 
of political w arfare are frankly 
amazed at the unrealistic attitude 
o* the White House tov a rd the 
coming elections for Congress in 
November. 
The popularity of a president has 
little or nothing to do with the out­ 
come. The local popularity of the 
Republican or Democratic nominee 
in each district or state has a great 
deal to do with th** ultim ate re­ 
sult. but mostly 
the 
campaign 
turns on the voter’s feeling for a 
political party—his past affiliations 
and the grievances that may have 
m ade him turn away from his 
party. Voters are party-minded in 
a 
congressional 
campaign. 
The 
Eisenhower name will not be on 
the ballot, and only the Republi­ 
can and Democratic party em­ 
blems will confront the voters in 
the polling booths, together witn 
candidates’ names which are large­ 
ly unfam iliar to the average citi­ 
zen. 


FmoUons Influence Voters 
No president has ever been able 
to transfer his own popularity or 
prestige or the weight of his own 
political strength to the nominees 
o* his party in a congressional 
campaign. But an aggressive pres­ 
ident who fights hard against the 
opposition party, and doesn’t spend 
his energies fighting m em bers of 
his own party, can 
help sway 
voters toward his party label. 
The evidence from past cam ­ 
paigns. as privately appraised by 
party leaders in their postmortems 
aJter victory or defeat, points up 
the fact that the voters generally 
vote ‘against things” rather than 
for affirm ative virtues. This means 
that often a party in power is con­ 
tinued in office not so much for 
what it has done by because the 
people are not yet ready to go back 
to the party they threw out—they 
ere still * agrinst” the party they 
previously defeated. 
Voters 
are 
influenced 
by 
emotions and the pocketbook ap­ 
peal. Even if tj^ey are somewhat 
dissatisfied on

as corruption in office or Commu­ 
nist infiltration or war. What the 
Republican strategists have failed 
to do is to build up the prestige of 
the Republican party and to attack 
the record of the Democrats in the 
previous 20 years. Mr. Eisenhower 
has soft-pedaled the attack and has 
said he wants to let bygones be 
bygones—a generous but naive at­ 
titude which is not being recipro­ 
cated by the Democrats, who are 
already reminding the voters that 
they consider the Republican party 
to be a party of unemployment and 
depression. 


Have Negative Habit 


It is a new confidence in the Re­ 
publican party label that voters 
have to feel, as they need to be re­ 
minded and assured that there will 
be no return to the mistakes of th s 
Trum an adm inistration. 
But the 
White House has given little in­ 
spiration to the party workers, and 
it is they and their organizations 


which get out the vote in congres­ 
sional elections. It could be that 
the Democrats will win Congress 
this time, not by virtue of anything 
they will offer to do, but by per­ 
suading people to vote “ against 
the 
failures 
of 
the 
Republican 
party,” as the attack it being 
vigorously presented by former 
Speaker Rayburn and others. 
The negative habit is well docu­ 
mented in the political history of 
America. 
The 
people 
voted 
“ against the high cost of living” in 
1910. when they elected a Demo­ 
cratic House of Representatives in 
the middle of a Republican presi­ 
dent’s term despite a splendid rec­ 
ord of constructive legislation by 
Congress. The people were “ against 
w ar” in 1916 when they re-elected 
a Democratic president on a peace 
platform, but in 1918 they voted in 
a 
Republican 
majority 
in 
both 
houses in protest against wartime 
irritations and against the action 
of the sam e president for having 
entered World War I.

The tendency to vote “ against” 
was noticeable in 1932. when the 
people voted “ against the Hoover 
depression." In 1936. 1940 and 1944, 
the negative attitude of the voters 
toward the Republican party was 
so 
intense 
on 
account 
of 
the 
memories of the depression that 
aul 
oratorical 
rem inder on 
the 
st mp of the unemployment issue 
was enough to discredit the Re­ 
publican candidates. 
Taft Could Have Won 
In 1946 .the country voted “against 
m eat controls” by the Democratic 
administration and elected a Re­ 
publican Congress. Mr. Truman in 
1948, using an attack strategy of 
the “ give ’em hell” variety, suc­ 
ceeded in convincing the country 
it should vote “ against the do- 
nothing Republican Congress,” and 
he won. In 1942, the people voted 
“ against Korea, communism and 
corruption.*’ Mr. Eisenhower was 
a satisfactory and popular alterna­ 
tive. but Taft could have won, too, 
on the negative tide that was roll­ 
ing then. 
This time the Republicans, led 
by the President, should have been 
strongly on the attack, reminding 
the voters of the issues which 
caused them to forsake the Demo­ 
cratic party two years ago. But, 
instead, the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration has avoided 
the 
attack 
strategy altogether and is relying 
on what it calls a “ positive” pro­ 
gram . It clings to the illusion that 
voters 
read 
high-brow 
speeches 
about the technical aspects of a 
legislative record. This is one way 
to forfeit an election.

On the other hand, when this 
is done, peptic ulcer, bowel polyps. 
or infection of the kidney or liver 
is found in 20 per cent. Now and 
then X-ray discloses an intestine 
that is twisted or partially ob­ 
structed by a band or an adhesion. 
Another 20 per 
cent 
have 
pin­ 
worms. 
In the rem ainder, pain 
apparently stems from a minor dis­ 
turbance that is not serious. 
Youngsters who are constipated 
need a laxative and should be train­ 
ed to develop regularity. Allergy 
to food is suspected whenever dis­ 
tress develops after eating certain 
edibles. 
Occasionally 
abdominal 
pain is traced to infection in the 
nose 
or 
threat 
and 
discomfort 
results from 
secondary enlarge­ 
m ent of 
the 
abdominal 
lymph 


glands or from spread of infection 
to the intestine producing a con­ 
dition analogous to intestinal flu. 
Abdominal 
epilepsy 
and 
mi­ 
graine are rare causes of abdomi­ 
nal pain. 
Individuals 
with 
mi­ 
graine. for example, may suffer 
from headache on one occasion 
and 
stomach 
ache 
on another. 
Occasionally the two pains occur 
together. 
When abdominal pain arises dur­ 
ing periods of fatigue, apprehen­ 
sion, resentm ent, or unhappiness, 
a disturbance of the nervous sys­ 
tem may be responsible. At times 
anxiety is brought about by family 
quarrels and pain persists until 
the 
parents 
calm 
down. These 
youngsters need reassurance, love, 
and understanding. 
A sore a Women should not be 
considered lightly. There is a pos­ 
sibility that 
the 
repeated 
com­ 
plaints of these children will lead 
to the old “ Wolf! Wolf!” effect on 
parents. This would be disastrous 
if the child developed appendi­ 
citis or 
an 
equally 
serious in­ 
testinal disorder.
